Police await lab results in fatal train accident 





Rail workers got things back on track within about 24 hours of the Friday truck-train accident that derailed 
a locomotive near Tobine Road, but police are still waiting for lab results to determine what role alcohol 
played in the wreck, which killed Raymond Blackburn and injured Ryan Evans, both of Romulus.

Romulus Police hope the 
results from a toxicology report 
will shed some light on a fatal 
accident and train derailment 
that occurred early Friday morn¬ 
ing in the city. 

“There was definitely alcohol 
involved, but until the report 
comes back from the state crime 
lab we won’t know to what 
extent,’’ said Romulus Police Lt 
John Leacher. 

Raymond Blackburn, 25, of 
Romulus, was killed when the 
van in which he was traveling 
struck a CSX train at the crossing 
on Tobine Road at Shook around 
3 am. 

The train was fully across the 
tracks when the van, traveling 
south on Tobine, struck the train, 
according to Leacher 

The owner of the van, Ryan 
Evans, 24, of Romulus, was taken 
to University of Michigan 
Medical Center in Ann Arbor 
where he was listed in good con¬ 
dition on Monday, according to a 
hospital spokesperson. 

“We’re still putting the pieces 
of the puzzle together,” Leacher 
said. “We’re not sure who was 
driving yet” 

The train dragged the van for 
about 2 miles before it caused 
the train to derail at the Van 


Born crossing, according to 
David Hall, director of corporate 
communications for CSX 
Transportation. 

The derailment occurred at 
cars 26 through 32. There were 
two locomotives and 68 cars with 
34 loads and 34 empties, so the 
impact occurred near the center 
of the train. 

The tank cars were back on 
tracks around 4:30 p.m. Friday. 
Workers restored the track by 
about 12:10 a.m. Saturday, Hall 
said. 

“This incident is a tragedy and 
we extend our deepest sympathy 
to the families of those involved,” 
Hall said. 

Highway-rail grade crossing 
collisions continue to pose a 
problem across the nation. Last 
year, according to Hall, there 
were, “Twenty five collisions at 
CSX grade crossings in Michigan, 
resulting in eight injuries. This is 
a terrible reminder of why it is so 
important to use caution when 
approaching grade crossings.” 

When the van collided with 
the train, the tracks at the cross¬ 
ing as well were damaged. These 
damages were repaired by about 
4 p.m. Friday. 

Seven cars were involved in 
the derailment The first and sev¬ 
enth cars were leaning, with the 
five cars in the middle over¬ 
turned, according to Peter Burrus, 
a general manager at CSX 


Burrus said there was no 
product spilled during the derail¬ 
ment, no contamination in the 
area or damage to underground 
fiber optic cables and electrical 
lines. 

There are no gates at the 
crossing on Tobine at Shook, but 
flashing lights and an audible sig¬ 
nal, which are required by law, 
were working at the time of the 
accident, according to Leacher 
“We don’t believe that there’s 
been a fatality at that crossing 
before—at least not recently.” 
Leacher said. 


Jamie Greenwood of Romulus 
lives about 200 yards from the 
crossing where the van hit the 
train. 

“I’d set my alarm for 4 a.m., 
and when I woke up I saw flash¬ 
ing lights through my window,” 
he said. “My wife and I jumped 
out of bed to see what was going 
on. We saw a lot of fire trucks and 
police cars.” 

Greenwood said the absence 
of streetlights along Shook Road 
leaves the crossing very dark 

Mike Bratcher, owner of 
Bratcher Electric at 35728 Van 


Bom Road, learned about the 
accident around 6 a.m. Friday. 
He had to close his business for 
the day since police had blocked 
entry into the area near the 
derailment 

“We’re virtually not doing any 
business today,” he said. “I’m 
doing paperwork since it’s so 
quiet” 

Police said they will wait until 
the completion of the investiga¬ 
tion and laboratory results 
before determining if any 
charges will be filed in the inci¬ 
dent

Students lift soldiers’ spirits

Imagine being miles from 
home in a foreign country, away 
from your family, friends and 
creature comforts. A simple card 
or letter, even from a stranger, 
could mean a lot 

With this thought, Romulus 
students are trying to brighten 


the days of U.S. soldiers sta¬ 
tioned in Kuwait and 
Afghanistan by. sending valentine 
greetings. 

Students sent troops about 
1,500 valentines this week. The 
project is part of the national 
Adoptaplatoon (AAP) Soldier 
Support Effort. The group is a 
nonprofit organization that links 
individuals and organizations, 


such as schools, synagogues, 
churches, scouts, 4-H centers and 
companies to deployed soldiers. 

‘The elementary schools and 
the middle schools have really 
jumped on board,” said Kathy 
Hurst, district learning coordina¬ 
tor for the Romulus school dis¬ 
trict and coordinator of the local

Raymond James Blackburn, 
the 25-year-old Romulus man 
killed when the vehicle in which 
he was traveling collided with a 
train Friday morning, was like a 
lot of guys his age. He liked 
sports, music and hanging out 
with his friends. 

“His friends meant everything 
to him,” said his father, Raymond 
Blackburn Jr 

His mother, Charmaine, said 
Raymond or “Ray,” played left 
field for a softball team, the Hit 
Men, in Romulus and worked for 
John Carlo Construction Inc. in 
Clinton Township. He was also a 
member of the Laborers Unioa 

Services for Mr. Blackburn 
were yesterday at the Crane 
Rrneral Home in Romulus. 

Mr. Blackburn, who is sur¬ 
vived by his parents and younger 
brother, Jeremiah, graduated in 
1995 from Romulus High School. 
He was unmarried. 

“I saw him about 3 p.m. the 
day before the accident and he 
said he had a date that night,”

said his father “I didn’t know the 
girl he was supposed to go out 
with.” 

Blackburn said he’s talked to 
people who saw his son at 
Walter’s Bar at Romulus Lanes, a

Senator hopes to 
curb landfill useage

While seeking his seat in the Michigan 
State Senate, Sen. Brace Patterson (R- 
Canton) would often use his displeasure of 
the Carleton Farms landfill as a campaign 
issue. 

When residents of Huron or Sumpter 
townships would tell him he didn’t know 
enough about their communities to repre¬ 
sent them in Lansing, he would ask: 

“What do they grow at Carleton 
Fhrms?” 

The question would sometimes check 
the residents, who would then guess that 
apples or com were the crops grown at the 
“farm.” 

Patterson would then tell them his 
answer flies were the only item grown at 
the site, a 640-acre landfill in their own 
backyard. 

The buzzing insects may still be the 
largest “crop” at the site, but since Jan. 1, 
residents have noticed another pest invad¬ 
ing their community: waste trucks hauling 
Canadian trash, and it is a bumper-to- 
bumper crop. 

Traffic flowing into the landfill has 
increased since a landfill in Ontario, 
Canada, closed down and Toronto began 
to ship all city trash across the border and 
into Sumpter Township. 

Patterson, who is the vice chair of the 
Natural Resources and Environmental 
Affairs Committee in the State Senate, 
said he hopes to be able to do something to 
control the situation. 

He introduced a resolution last week 
that would give Michigan the authority to 
ban out-of-state solid waste dumping as 
soon as Congress amends federal law. 

“Michigan has been forced to become 
one of the largest dumping grounds of 
imported solid waste in the country,” he 
said. “This is unacceptable. There is con¬ 
siderable concern over protecting our 
environment” 

Patterson said he has long fought with 
the issue, and the recent situation with 
Carleton Farms and the City of Toronto 
has only added fuel to his desire to protect 
the environmental quality of the State of 
Michigan. The resolution he introduced 
last week is similar to one he drafted and 
introduced two years ago while serving in 
the House of Representatives, but 
Congress failed to act on the previous ver¬ 
sion, he said. 

Even with the publicity the Sumpter sit¬ 
uation has generated - it’s been prominent 
in local news outlets and was featured in 
the New York Times - Patterson said he 
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I understand what their plight 
is, but I have to find a 
responsible position to take.

knows he faces an uphill battle. 

The U.S. Congress is the only body able 
to regulate interstate commerce, which 
covers such issues as trash importing and 
exporting. That was decided in 1992 by the 
U.S. Supreme Court with a ruling in Fbrt 
Gratiot Sanitary Landfill vs. Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources. 

Patterson said he’s been working with 
Congressman Mike Rogers, but the prob¬ 
lem is that at the federal level, there are 
more congressmen from states that export 
trash than there are congressmen from 
states that import garbage. 

Patterson said the solution, or at least a 
part of the solution, might be to concen¬ 
trate on banning waste from other coun¬ 
tries. 

“There’s probably not as many con¬ 
gressmen in Washington from Toronto,” he 
quipped. “They might not be as upset 
about (banning imported waste) if it’s com¬ 
ing from outside of the country.” 

Patterson has faced uphill battles when 
he’s tackled environmental issues before. 
He successfully placed the Great Lakes 
Protection Act on the ballot last year, 
which would allow the state to bond for $1 
billion to help communities fix aging 
sewer systems. 

This legislation would be another way 
to help protect the Michigan environment, 
he said. 

“Being forced to accept unlimited vol¬ 
umes of garbage from outside the state is a 
serious long-term problem,” he said. “It 
would seem that with the long-term effects 
place on Michigan, we should have the 
ability to regulate what comes across state 
and international borders.” 

Sumpter Township gets an additional 
$2.3 million in revenue from the landfill, 
Patterson said. And while officials there 
might not be thrilled with the additional 
100 garbage trucks that make their daily 
pilgrimage to the landfill, the funds may 
be difficult to part with in the slow eco¬ 
nomic period. 

“I understand what their plight is, but I 
have to find a responsible position to 
take,” Patterson said. “In the long term, 
the State of Michigan has to have some 
power to regulate this. What’s more impor¬ 
tant?’.’

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Councilman unleashes effort to hind new animal shelter

For those who love animals 
and tax deductions in equal mea¬ 
sure, Romulus City Councilman 
William Wadsworth has just the 
ticket — the Fhends of the New 
Romulus Animal Shelter 

Fundraising efforts are just 
getting under way to help pay for 
a new animal shelter in 
Romulus, where citizens have 
offered ideas on how to attract 
dollars for a new home for stray 
dogs and cats. 

“We have to do something 
with that place on the comer (of 
Wayne and Goddard roads),” said 
Wadsworth. “It’s disgusting.” 

Steve Jones, director of public 
relations for the City of Romulus, 
said that members of the staff at 
the animal shelter are “going 
above and beyond the call of 


duty” by working in a building 
not well-equipped for the job. 

“This building does not even 
have a restroom,” he said. 

Annie Hall, animal control 
officer, recently said staff mem¬ 
bers were left to use the 
restroom at the Burger King 
across the street or at the ambu¬ 
lance dispatch office next door, 
often disturbing EMS workers 
who are sleeping. 

“So, this money will be used 
not only for the care of the ani¬ 
mals at the shelter but also the 
people who care for the ani¬ 
mals," Jones said. 

Wadsworth, who is spearhead¬ 
ing the fund drive, scheduled a 
brainstorming session on the 
lower level of city hall last week 
to update recent efforts in the 
campaign. So far, only $700 sits in 
the special city account estab¬ 
lished for donations to the shel¬ 


ter, according to Wadsworth. 

About 50 people attended the 
meeting. The next meeting will 
be at 6 p.m. Feb. 19 at the same 
location. 

Jones plans to mail a letter to 
Romulus businesses and resi¬ 
dents urging their support 

Hall will distribute fliers 
about the cause to businesses 
and schools. 

“There are businesses in 
Romulus that simply haven’t 
been asked to donate yet,” Jones 
said. “At this point it’s a matter of 
not being shy about asking for 
donations.” 

“Romulus Marketplace 
already wants to set something 
up for donations,” Jones said. 

Donors can send their checks 
made payable to Friends of the 
New Romulus Animal Shelter to 
Romulus City Hall, Treasurer’s 
Office, 11111 Wayne Road, 


Romulus, Ml 48174 

Area residents can also con¬ 
tribute to the new shelter by cut- 
ting and saving Spartan 
Universal Product Codes (UPC) 
scanner codes from labels, pack¬ 
ages or cartons. Glass labels that 
are glued on can be soaked and 
then removed. For every 1,000 
Spartan UPC scan bars collected, 
$20 will go toward a new shelter. 

Labels can be dropped off at 
Romulus schools, businesses or 
the Romulus Animal Shelter on 
Goddard, just east of Wayne 
Road. 

“Let’s widen the circle,” Jones 
said. “Let’s contact Purina, lams, 
Science Diet and some other pet 
food manufacturers for dona¬ 
tions. I want this effort to be local 
and global. I think a lot of compa¬ 
nies look for opportunities like 
this.”

member, said, “I think to get 
more support we need a video. 
You’ve got to appeal to people’s 
sympathetic side, and Comcast 
reaches 20 communities.”

“They said he was playing 
darts and that he wasn’t 
drunk,” Blackburn said. “Both 
of them were thrown from the 
vehicle, so it’s hard to deter¬ 
mine who was driving. But I 
don’t know why Ray would be 
driving his friend’s van. Til be 
anxious to see the result of the 
autopsy to see what his blood 
alcohol level was.” 

Ryan Evans, who owned 
the van and is recovering from 
injuries at University of 


Michigan Medical Center, was 
one his son’s best friends, 
according to Blackburn 

“Ryan’s parents and 
friends have been coming by, 
too. He was just like my son,” 
Blackburn said. 

“I’ve almost hit a train at 
that same crossing several 
times,” he said. “I don’t under¬ 
stand why they can’t put gates 
up at all the crossings.” 

Blackburn said he and his 
family have no hard feelings 
toward the Evans family 
members, who share in their 
grief 

“It was an honor to be his 
father,” Blackburn said. 


Romulus to seU 59 acres for development 


Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers have approved the sale of 59 
acres of city-owned property to 
Centex Homes, clearing the way 
for a new housing development 
on Pennsylvania Road ^between 
Middlebelt and Inkster roads. 

The development will include 
single-family dwellings and con¬ 
dominiums. Centrex has agreed 
to reduce the density of the 
homes and increase the open 
space of the development, 
according to Dale Bauman, 
director of acquisitions for 
Centex. 

The planning commission has 
scheduled a public hearing at 7 
p.m. Feb. 19 on this revised 
planned development area being 


proposed, said City Planner 
Cynthia Lyon. 

The sale falls under phase two 
of an existing agreement with 
Highland Development of 
Farmington Hills. Centex will 
acquire all property from 
Highland Development included 
in phase one of the project 

Centex Homes, headquar¬ 
tered in Dallas, Tex., with a 
regional office in Farmington 
Hills, is the second-largest resi¬ 
dential builder in the nation, 
with projects under way in 14 
communities in southeast 
Michigan 

The property off Pennsylvania 
Road was once part of a larger 
residential proposed develop¬ 


ment by Highland Development 
Highland purchased the 
phase one property from the city 
in 1999, with the phase two pur¬ 
chase to occur after certain con¬ 
ditions were met 

Highland decided to sell the 
interest in phase one to Centex 
and assign the interest in phase 
two to Centex. The sale of both 
phases will occur simultaneous¬ 
ly, according to Timothy Keys, 
economic development director. 

Centex will pay about $440,000 
for the property, according to the 
agreement In addition, the firm 
will contribute $350,000 to the 
city as consideration for permit¬ 
ting the assignment of the exist¬ 
ing agreement 


Students - Valentines sent to troops overseas

It all began when Hurst 
learned about the project while 
driving to work one morning last 
year. 

“I heard on the radio about an 
Adoptaplatoon Web site,” Hurst 
said. “As soon as I got to school, I 
got online and thought this would 
be a meaningful project for our 
students. The whole thing has 
snowballed.” The Web site is 
www.adoptaplatoon.org. 

The soldiers have said that 
correspondence sent from citi¬ 
zens back home is a real morale 
booster, according to Hurst 

Students at Romulus High 
School, through the school men¬ 
toring program, sent about 500 
holiday cards to soldiers in 
Kuwait and Afghanistan. To date, 
the students have received about 
100 responses. 

“Your card was very uplifting. 
Thank you. I could use a pen pal. 
Thanks, again,” wrote one soldier 
who signed his thanks only as 
Greg. 

“Your support means a lot to 
me and all the other soldiers,” 
said another serviceman, Derek 

Hurst had T-shirts donated by 
a local company after the terror¬ 
ist attacks of Sept 11, 2001, that 


read “Proud to be an American.” 
Over the holidays last year, she 
forwarded the shirts to a platoon 
in Kuwait that had 25 soldiers. 

“I received a letter from the 
sergeant with a picture of some 
of the men and women from that 
platoon wearing the T-shirts,” 
Hurst said. 

“Student responses about the 
postcards that have been 
returned have been incredible,” 
Hurst said. Comments ranged 
from ‘There are no trees where 
they are stationed in Kuwait” to 
“I never expected a response” 
and “I feel so special.” Many 
teachers also received responses 
from soldiers. 

“The project has been a huge 
success. High school students 
really are creative and as I read 
their sentiments, I often had 
tears in my eyes,” Hurst said. 

One student, sophomore 
Jessica Demmy, 15, received a 
letter from a soldier 

Demmy said she was sur¬ 
prised when she received the 
two-page, handwritten letter 
from U.S. Army Pvt. David R. 
Balicki, who lives near St Louis, 
Mo. 

“I was sick for a few days, and 
when I returned, they said I had 
mail at school,” Demmy said. 

Demmy read the letter aloud 


to classmates in teacher Wendy 
Pachota’s mentoring class. “You 
could hear a pin drop when she 
read the letter,” Hurst said. 

Balicki told Demmy he was a 
forward observer for the U.S. 
Army. “When you hear on the 
news about the cruise missiles 
that are laser-guided taking out 
an enemy position, I’m one of the 
ones who holds the lasers,” 
Balicki said. 

“He said nothing serious had 
happened yet and he hoped that 
day never came,” Demmy said. 

Hurst said that the 
Adoptaplatoon Project coordina¬ 
tors e-mailed her and asked if 
the students would be interested 
in continuing their involvement 
by sending valentines. 

The students mailed their 
valentines and cherry suckers to 
soldiers on hardship missions. 

Soldiers are considered on a 
hardship mission if they are on 
two-year mission away from fam¬ 
ily; they are living in primitive 
conditions, such as no flushing 
toilets or running water; or they 
are assigned to heavy combat 

Parents have to give written 
permission for students to con¬ 
tinue corresponding with a sol¬ 
dier. 

Pachota said this has been 
one of the more successful pro¬ 


jects in the teacher mentoring 
program. 

“Sometimes it’s hard to get the 
students motivated in our men¬ 
toring program because they’re 
not graded and don’t receive 
credit, but they were really into 
this project, especially after 
Jessica read her letter,” she said. 
“It brought meaning to writing 
those cards.” 


Hurst said receiving respons¬ 
es from some of the soldiers over¬ 
seas has helped students under¬ 
stand more about the conflict 
with Iraq. 

“A lot of high school students 
don’t watch the news on TV or 
read the newspaper, so I was 
wondering how I could make a 
connection with what’s going on 
overseas,” Hurst said. 
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Belleville school awarded $10,000 prize

Pride lights up the face of principal 
Dominic Maniaci when he gazes up at the 
banner that greets visitors of Savage 
Elementary School in Belleville. 

The banner reads, “Congratulations 
Savage Elementary, 2002 Golden Apple 
Winner” 

Former Gov. John Engler honored the 
school ia December with the state Golden 
Apple award. The award is given to 
schools that show the highest scores or 
most dramatic improvement on the 
Michigan Educational Assessment 
Program (MEAP) test Savage Elementary 
was one of 125 schools recognized in the 
“most improved” categbry. Four schools 
placed as “high achieving.” In all, 127 
schools across the state received golden 
apples, with two schools placing in both 
categories. 

“It was a total effort of the staff and 
community. My part in this is very mini¬ 
mal,” Maniaci said. 

Savage is the first school from the Van 
Buren School District to win the award, 
according to Maniaci. To win, a school 
must have 50 or more students of whom at 
least 90 percent take the MEAP test Each 
school must also have composite MEAP 
scores for fourth-and fifth-grade students 
increase by at least 60 points over the past 
three academic years, or hold scores that 


are among the highest in the state for the 
academic year. 

Maniaci said that when he began the 
job as principal three years ago, he sat 
down with his school improvement team 
and set goals to bring out the maximum 
potential of each student The teaching 
staff made sure to cover all objectives on 
the MEAP and to emphasize to parents 
and students the importance of taking the 
test 

“The goal is not to win an award, but 
increase the students’ level of achieve¬ 
ment,” Maniaci said. 

Winning schools receive a $10,000 
award as well as a glistening golden apple 
statuette, which currently sits on Maniaci’s 
office bookshelf. 

Maniaci said the staff will meet and 
vote on how to use the cash award. The 
money will be used for the benefit of stu¬ 
dents, either directly or indirectly. In years 
past, he said the state awarded $50,000 to 
each school until budget cutbacks reduced 
the prize to $10,000. 

“I’m very happy for $10,000, but I 
would’ve been ecstatic about $50,000,” 
Maniaci said. 

The school is gearing up for the MEAP 
test this year, which will span a three-week 
period beginning this week This is the 
first year fourth-grade students will be 
tested in language arts, Mariaci said. The 
fourth-graders will also be tested in math¬ 
ematics, while fifth-graders will be tested

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The price of prosperity 
and the lessons ahead 

When consultants from Plante & Moran took members of the 
Westland City Council through a presentation Monday night of the 
annual city audit, they didn’t exactly tell the council anything they did¬ 
n’t know. 

After all, the audit was for the fiscal year ending June 30.2002 and 
the presentation centered on a management letter dated in late 
October 

It did, however, bring into focus the financial situation the city 
administration has been faced with and explain in specific detail the 
challenges ahead of them as they grapple with the budget for the com¬ 
ing year. 

The news wasn’t all bad for the city though. Auditors pointed out 
that the sound fiscal planning the administration has followed during 
the past two years has paid off In fact, it has held off the dire budget 
consequences that other communities are now facing. Even after 
absorbing a $2 million hit to their total general fund balance, Westland 
should have about $48 million left in city coffers. 

That sounds like a big figure, but for a city the size of Westland, it 
really isn’t, because it doesn’t mean that the city has an extra $4 mil¬ 
lion sitting around waiting to be spent The undesignated reserve, 
which is money that the city can spend on emergency repairs and 
non-budgeted items, is about $247,000. 

It’s clear that city officials have plenty of hard work and tough deci¬ 
sions ahead of them. Mayor Sandra Cicirelli is looking to cut more than 
$3 million from a budget that was already strapped to begin with. With 
the possibility of more cuts to state shared revenues looming like a 
dark cloud, even that may not be enough to keep the city in black ink. 

City Finance Director Tim McCurley appeared relatively calm 
when he said that this was the toughest year for municipal finances 
that he’s ever seem Maybe it’s because, as a professional, he enjoys 
challenges and this represents a huge one. 

He and Cicirelli said they will do everything in their power to 
ensure that the proposed cuts don’t impact Westland residents.

If the sloped 
median had not been full of snow, I believe the SUV would’ve flipped 
and I wouldn’t be here typing this today. But our ordeal wasn’t over

Days before my scheduled 
move into the City of Wayne I 
found myself at a Wayne City 
Council meeting that was packed 
with my soon-to-be neighbors. 

The discussion? Proposed 
budget cuts the city is facing, 
potential layoffs and slashes to 
the parks and recreation budget 

I’d been through similar dis¬ 
cussions before in other commu¬ 
nities. Everyone wants a little 
piece of the pie and there’s not 
always enough whipped topping 
to go around. City and township 
officials weathered the indignant 
fury and disappointment of the 
people they represent as they 
tried to determine and rational¬ 
ize spending money in one neigh¬ 
borhood and leaving another 
alone or fixing up the pavement 
on one city block while leaving 
another full of potholes. 

This time seemed different 
though. Part of that difference 
was City Manager John Zech, 
who patiently took me - and the 
rest of the crowded room - 
through the sequence of events 
that made the cuts necessary. It’s 
the result of a downturn of the 


economy, he said, and not the 
fault of city leaders. Revenue has 
'gone down while costs tend to 
increase. I’ve been through my 
share of budget sessions before, 
but usually with a sense of trepi¬ 
dation because I’m not really a 
numbers guy and it doesn’t take 
more than a misplaced decimal 
point to make a whole world of 
difference. 

This time I felt more of the 
passion that caused the residents 
to fill the room and spill out into 
the hallway. Zech and the city 
council members were talking 
about line items and numbers, 
but I saw them as Tracy Spada, 
arts and entertainment supervi¬ 
sor, who I’d met when I visited 
the cast of Bye Bye Birdie on a set 
painting day. Or Jenny Johnson, a 
public relations person who has 
been such a big help as I’ve tack¬ 
led the new beat Those were just 
two of the names from a much 
longer list 

Like others in the room that 
night, I picked Wayne because I 
was so impressed with the parks 
and recreation facilities. Sure, 
cost had something to do with it, 
too - I think Millennium Park is 


pretty nice 
and I love 
the North¬ 
ville School 
District, but for some reason I 
didn’t do much house hunting up 
there - but for the most part it 
was the city itself that drew me. 

It’s hard hearing about these 
types of budget cuts. 

It’s difficult reporting on them, 
too. And, like everybody else in 
the city, I hope they only prove 
temporary. Even so, I know that 
I’m moving into a one-of-a-kind 
community. My future house on 
Richard Street is a block away 
from the community center in a 
neighborhood surrounded by 
parks; tree-lined streets sprin¬ 
kled with more green than a 
tabouli salad. 

Times may be difficult now, 
but I can tell I’m in the right 
place. 

I saw concrete evidence of 
that last Tuesday, when dozens of 
residents showed up to remind 
city officials of what makes 
Wayne such a special place. 
That’s the best we can do, and 
city officials should embrace the 
pride we all have, and share it

A budget ses¬ 
sion and goal-plotting session 
Tuesday night lasted late into the 
evening as city employees sat by, 
wondering if they would keep 
their jobs, and residents voiced 
concerns about cuts in programs 
that drew them to the city in the 
first place. 

Financial prognosticators 
have theorized that this may be 
the toughest year for municipali¬ 
ties to prepare budgets. They’ve 
assured us, as they have in the 
past, that the state is in the tail 
end of an economic downturn.

In this column last week we looked at 
the inevitability of growing older Each one 
of us is experiencing it—one day at a time. 

I would like to share a couple of 
encouragements with you that may help in 
the process. 

1) It is possible for life’s greatest 
achievements to occur in old age. Last 
week we took a look at Moses. He was 80 
when God called him into action I could 
be said that the first 79 years of his life 
were merely preparation for his “real” 
career, that of being the deliverer. The 
Bible tells us that “THIS is the day the 
Lord has made” and, accordingly, we are 
to be glad and rejoice in it 

2) There is no retirement from the 
Christian life. Certainly there may be 
some limitations on our energy levels, but 
I don’t see retirement (30 and out) as a con¬ 
cept that is presented in God’s Word. 

Age is not our problem. Growing older 
is not our problem. The traditional atti¬ 
tude of our society seems to be the prob¬ 
lem.

Obviously, I can’t do some of the things I 
did at age 19. I used to have a fair arm 
from the outfield - now, it kind of comes in 
like a pop-up. But because we cannot 
alter the inevitable, we adjust to it and we 
do that not a year or a season at a time, but 
a day at a time. In other words, growing 
older is not a choice but our response to it. 
In so many ways we, ourselves, determine 
how we will grow older 

The late Gen. Douglas MacArthur said, 
“In the central place of every heart there 
is a recording chamber. So long as it 
receives messages of beauty, hope, cheer, 
and courage - so long you are young. But 
when the wires are all down and your 
heart is covered with the snows of pes¬ 
simism and the ice of cynicism, then and 


aging 

only then have you 
grown old.” 

Taking this into 
consideration, let’s 
consider a couple of alternate responses 
to aging: 

1) View life as a challenge, not a threat 

We’ve all been around long enough to 
know that nobody can predict our tomor¬ 
rows - so, obviously, the answer for us is to 
refuse all temptations to hibernate, to 
worry, to dry up and fold up. Grab each day 
(and remember, the secret is taking each 
day as a separate gift) and accept each 
hour as a challenge. In other words, re¬ 
deem the time, use it profitably. That’s Bib¬ 
lical and practical wisdom. This encour¬ 
agement is not just for senior citizens. I 
heard, last spring, a high school senior 
talking about her graduation as if it was 
the end of all existence. Every year can be 
traumatic — 18; 21; 30; 40; 50; 65; 80 — or 
every day can be an adventure. Age is 
only skin-deep - but complacency is to the 
bone! 

2) The second response to growing 
older is to follow the Lord fully - not half¬ 
heartedly. 

There’s a guy named Caleb in the Old 
Testament who really lived life to the 
fullest At a very advanced age, he was rip¬ 
roaring ready to go against the enemy and 
take a mountain as his inheritance. 
“Therefore, Hebron became the inheri¬ 
tance of Caleb until this day because he 
followed the Lord God of Israel fully.” In 
other words, Caleb was determined that 
the Lord would be his lifelong partner. 

I want to encourage you to make that 
same commitment starting today. You’ll 
be amazed at the different outlook you’ll 
begin to have on life once you determine 
to live it day-by-day with the Lord.
